TUBERCULOSIS 


Tuberculosis, one of the worst 
scourges to afflict mankind, is 
being slowly but surely over- 
come in countries which have 
set themselves seriously to the 
task’ of wiping it out. For 
twenty years, the National 
Association for the Prevention 
of Tuberculosis has been labour- 
ing in England with this end in 
view, and it has just reported 
that the mortality from all 
forms of this insidious disease 
hag fallen by “more than forty 
per cent. «during that period. 
What is more, the death-rate 
therefrom last year . was the 
lowest ever recorded. Best of 
all, final’ triumph is believed to 
be possible, Facts’ like these 
should encourage health authori- 
ties everywhere ‘to redouble 


their... efforts .. in-waging... war. 


against. the scourge. Here 
in, Hongkong, an _ average 
of fully fifty | deaths 
fer week is recorded from this 
disease, and the rate would be 
higher still but for the fact that 
sufferers in the last stages of 
the disease often leave -the 
Colony to die in their native 
districts, The problem locally 
is udmittedly one of great 
difficulty. There is no doubting 
the fact, to which His Ex- 
cellency the Governor made re- 
cent reference, that - the . ques- 
tion is Jargely an economic one, 
with poverty us one of under- 
lying causes. Equally true is 
the statement made at the same 
time by Sir William Peel that it 
ig almost impossible to get 
Oriental tubercular patients to 
enter sanatoria until the disense 
is advanced and the chances of 
recovery are very slight. Nono 
the less, the obligation still 
rests on the Government to do 
all within {ts power both to re- 
move the principal contributory 
causes and to provide adequate 
measures for the treatment of 
sufferers, One long overdue 
step in the latter connection is 
being taken by the provision of 
separate wards in hospitals for 
tubercular patients. But if any 
real impression is to be made on 
the prevalence of the ‘disense 
locally and if the terribly, high 
mortality rate is to be reduced, 
far more comprehensive mea- 
sures Will need to ba taken. 
Standards of living will have to 
be raised, ‘much more intensive 
hygienic propaganda will have 
to be undertaken, and, despite 
the reluctance of .sufferers to 
undergo treatment, © provision 
will have to be made .for the 
one’ or more _ establish- 
ments devoted wholly _ to 
combatting the disease, Ex- 
perience in England has shown 
that people have to be educated 
up to the desirability of early 
treatment, and the process is 
inevitably a slow one. Yet by 
steady, unremitting application 
it has been found possible to

ONTRARY to the belief '|that 

Cuba's troubles are purely 
Dolitical, the Innd of Columbus has 
almply succumbed to the same 
leconomic disaster which was re- 
sponsible for laying low rubber- 
producing Malaya, coffee-produc- 
ing Egypt and grain-producing 
Argentine, 

At the time of the writer's first 
visit. to Cuba, not long after the 
war, sugar way selling at 26 conta 
U.S.G. per pound and no bootblack 
on the atrects Ia Havana would 
Rive you a shoeshine for less than 
26 cents; Iabourers cutting sugar 
cane cold be seen wearing ex- 
pensive silk shirts, and there were 
no rooms in any*‘decent hotel for 
leas than $15 U.S.G. per day with- 
out meals. .When sugar sub- 
sequently reached the 28 cents 
figure, American, sugar interests 
offered to take over the entire 
‘sugar production of Cuba at 26 
cents a pound, but the Cubans 
wouldn't ‘accept less than 30 cents, 

It was during those years of 
fronzy that sumptuous marble 
palaces and luxurious hotels were 
constructed and public works of 
national importance inatituted, 
Notwithstanding the fact that be- 
tween 1020 and 1930 Havaha was 
the most expensive ‘city in the 
world, in 1929 over 120,000 Ameri- 
can tourists visited “the most 
beautiful land human eyes have 
ever seen”, to quote Columbus, the 
tourist Industry. thus supplanting 
tobacco ‘and becoming the largest 


source of national revenue after, 


sugar, ‘ 

United States duty on Cuban 
sugar, plus world market condi- 
tions, has sent the price of this 
product from 28 cents to less than 
one cent a pound at which figure 
it was selling in 1931 when the 
writer visited Cuba for the second 
time. If we take into considera- 
tion that Cuba is the largest sugar- 
producing country .in the world 
(four million tons a year followed 
Ay Java with two millions), it will 
be readily realized what the con- 
summation of a contract at 26 
centa'a pound would haye meant, 
for Cuba in addition to the prob- 
ability of keeping away the U.S. 
tax on her sugar which is ono of 
the principal causes of the present 
plight of Cuba on one hand and of 
the proaperity of the Philippine 
‘sugar growers on the other, ' (In- 
cidentally it is an indieation of 
what’ may happen to the Philip- 
pine. sugar inglustry once. those 
Islands gain -camplete independ- 
ence). ; 


Complete Stagnation 


In spite of the superhuman 
efforts of Dr, Tirso Mesa, then 
Mayor of Havana, and the head 
of the Cuban National Tourist 
Commission, to increase the na- 
tional revenue by attracting more 
‘Americtt tourists, “only” 38,000 
thirsty Americans responded to 
the call of cold-beer in 1931 stay- 
ing for an average of two and a 
half days as against cight days in 
1929 and spending fess than ony 
tenth of the average amount left 
behind by tourists in 1929, Hotel 
rooms were selling from $1,50 up, 
labourers cutting sugar cong were 
working without wages, for food 
only, and’: there were no more 
bootblacks left on the streets of 
Havana. By 1982, the greater 
portion of sugar cane waa Ioft 
standing in the fields and _two- 
thirds of the ‘hotela had closed 
down, which fact, incidentally, ‘ia

Tho report, which is signed by 
the Vice-Chancellor (Sir William

ment of'a Professorship of Pre- 
ventive Medicine: and Hyglene as 
a memorial: to the Inte Sir Patrick 
Manson, which waa made by H. Ff. 
the Governor {fn March of Inst 
year, The renort proceeds: 


SCHEME WORKED OUT. 

The Government of Hongkong 
had in consultation with the Uni- 
versity worked out a scheme. 
whereby the former would con- 
struct, equip, stat and maintain 
n ypublic health centre for the 
western district of the Cit, of 
Victoria, This centre which was 
to be quite close to the University 
would bo placed in charge of a 
Government Publle Health OMcer 
who would also bo the Uriiversity’s 
Professor of Preventive Medicine 
and Hygiene. 

At this centre the medical 
students of the University would 
get under the gonerat supervision 
and guidynce of the Professor 
their training in all matters re+ 
lating to public health and pre- 
ventive medicine. The scheme ‘is 
im admirable cone,’ Government 
has already purchased for the 
Public Health Centre an excellent 
vite Immediately opyoslte the 
University, 

Not only from the point of view 
of the University but also from 
that of the public health of the 
most congested district in’ the 
Colony jt is a great pity that the 
realisation of the scheme Ja now 
Indofinitely postponed. 


VISITOR'S VIEW. 

After Sir Richard Needham had 
inapected the University’s Faculty 
of Medicine, he recorded’ a note in 
which he deplored that the in- 
struction in hygiend and public 
health was entirely insufficient. 
“This branch of ‘medicine’ he

TUBERCULOSIS 


Tuberculosis, one of the worst: 


scourges to afflict mankind, is 
being slowly but surely over- 
come in countricy which have 
set themselves seriously to the 
fask of wiping it out. For 
twenty years, , the National 
Association for the Prevention 
of Tuberculosis has been labour- 
ing in England with this end in 


view, and it has just reported; 


that the mortality from all 
forms of this insidious disease 
hag fallen by more than forty 
per cent. during .that, period. 
What is more, the death-rate 
therefrom last yerr was the 
lowest ever recorded. Best of 
all, final triumph is believed to 
be possible. Facts like these 
should. encourage health. authori- 
ties everywhere ‘to . redouble 
their efforts in waging war 
agninst the scourge. Here 
in Hongkong, an. ° average 
of fully fifty deaths 
per week ‘is recorded from this 
disease, and the rate would be 
higher still but for the fact that 
sufferers in the last stages of 
the disease often leave the 
Colony to die in their native 
districts.. The problem locally 
is admittedly one. of great 
difficulty. There is no doubting 
the fact, to which His Ex- 
cellency the Governor made re- 
cent reference, thrt the ques- 
tion is largely an, cconomic one, 
with poverty as one of under- 
lying causes, Equally true is 
the statement made at the same 
time by Sir William Peel that it 
is almost impossible to get 
Oricrital tubercular patients to 
enter sanatoria until the discnse 
is advanced and the chances of 
recovery are very slight, Nono 
the less, the obligation still 
rests on the Government to do 
all within its power both to re- 
m¢ve the principal contributory 
causes and to provide adequate 
measures for the treatment of 
sufferers. One long overdue 
step in the latter connection is 
being taken by the provision of 
separate wards in hospitals for 
tubercular patients. But if any 
real impression is to be made on 
the prevalence of the disease 
locally and if the terribly high 
mortality rate is to be-reduced, 
far more comprehensive men- 
sures will need to be taken. 
Standards of living will have to 
be za much a eae 
hygienic propaganda will have 
15, be undertaken, ‘and, despite 
the reluctance of sufferers to 
undergo treatment, _ provision 
will have to be- made for the 
one or more _ establish- 
ments devoted wholly “to 
combatting the discasc..  Ex- 
erience in England has shown 
hat

treatment, and the process is 
inevitably a slow'one. Yet by

different weeks of the years, 
but at differcnt times of the 
day. : 

Habitues of Wimbledon will 
admit that My. Dewar's findings 
agree closely. with the type of 
weather experienced at Wimbledon 
since the war. Tho first week's 
weather has usually been better 
than the second. 


Tournament organisers will find 
much: of “interest -in-the” statistics: 
Mr. Dewar has communicated to 
the Royal Metevrologlens Soclety. 
He considers that hia tables will 
prove of value In connection with 
insurances effected against rain 
spoiling events within: specified 
periods of the day. 

This he states that the after- 
noon js the wettest period of the 
day; heavy afternoon rain is least 
likely in May and September, and 
that the probability of afternoon 
rain reaches {ts peak in the two 
periods, August 21-31 and October 
21-31. By means of his tables it 
ix possible to look up thé pro- 
babilities of weather conditions 
for any duy in the year,
